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Summer Winds Down, Road Work Escalates

The Department of Public Works 
(DPW) has begun an extensive road 
repair program, hoping to have most 
or all of the work on City roads com- 
pleted before winter weather sets in. 
Badly needed work at Wick Road 
and Tobine should be completed by 
the time you read this. Some areas of 
that intersection had as little as one 
inch of asphalt, which was the main 
reason that there were holes in the 
road. Rey-Mart Asphalt has been doing 
much of the work in Town, and they 
have done an excellent job. 
Merriman Road, from Pennsylvania 
to Eureka, also is being worked on. It 
will not be paved with asphalt; rather, 
it will be repaired using a “double chip 
and seal” process (the same process 
that was used last summer to fix Han- 
~ nan Road — which is holding up very 
well). Other roads to be repaired using 
this method are Cypress, Dexter, Henry 
Ruff, Harrison, and Sterling, as well as 
a portion of Wahrman from Grant south. 
In addition to these jobs, the DPW 
is putting in new sewer lines on por- 
tions of Hannan Road, installing water 


Workers Get 
Pay Raise

i The Romulus City Council has just 
passed a pay increase for City election 
workers. Inspectors, who previously 
received $55 per day, will now be mak- 
ing $65; the Chairmen, who used to 
make $65 per day, will now receive $90. 

Many citizens had come to me about 
an increase, sighting long work days 
and a lack of manpower at some pre- 
cincts. Also, our workers felt that their 
pay should be equal to that of election 
workers in surrounding communities. 

A memo concerning this matter 
was sent to the Council by City Clerk 
Linda Choate. It said, in part: 

“With each election it becomes 
more difficult to staff the precincts. 
When the economy is good few people 
are willing to work a 16 hour day for less 
than minimum wage, and even fewer 
are willing to accept the responsibility 
of being a Chairman. 

“In the last 18 months many work- 
ers have quit or retired for economical 
reasons. They can work elsewhere for 
more money, fewer hours and less

mains and drinking fountains at Elmer 
Johnson Park, and beginning a much- 
needed ‘“‘ditch” program throughout the 
City. 

DPW Director Jim Panos said, “This 
work has needed to be done for along 
time — some of it for many years. It’s 
a good thing we have the Mayor that 
we do. By that, | mean a lot of this work, 
in most cities, would be assessed back 
to the residents, but she will have no 
part of that. She feels the tax dollars 
already paid are enough to pay for this 
work without making any more burden 
on the residents.” 


On August 8, Mayor McAnally toured 
the City to see exactly what work was 
being done. She seemed well pleased 
with the progress of the work. 

“Merriman Road has a high priority 
tobe done this summer,’ McAnally said, 
“and | know that my friends who are 
bus drivers and the children that attend 
Merriman School, as well as the me- 
chanics who repair the school buses, 
will be glad that this work is being 
done.” 0

Last November at the voting polls, 
each voter was issued a card to be 
completed and returned on or before 
February 17, 1992, or he would be ineligi- 
ble to vote in the Presidential Primary!

Editor's Note: Since |, too, am upset 
about this need to express a party pref- 
erence before being able to vote in a 
Presidential Primary, | contacted State 
Representative James Kosteva for more 
information on the rationale behind 
the law. 

According to Kosteva, who support- 
ed the law so that Michigan could have 
a primary, the rules requiring party 
registration come from the National 
Republican and Democratic parties, 
which do not recognize so-called ‘open’ 
primaries. Apparently, each party fears 
that, in its primary, members of an op- 
posing party would vote for the weak- 
est candidate on the ballot (who would 
be easier to defeat in the future Presi- 
dential Election). If Michigan wants to 
have a primary that is recognized by 
the National Democratic and Republi- 
can parties, then its voters must follow 
the rules set by those groups.

Measures Would Protect Flag 
Legislation designed to prohibit 
physical desecration of the flag has 
been introduced in the House. One 
measure would establish penalties for 
desecration of the U.S. flag, while the 
other would amend the State Consti- 
tution to make desecration of both the 
U.S. and State flag a felony. 
New Drunk Driving Penalties Proposed 
House lawmakers are considering 
a bill that would impose more severe 
penalties on drunk drivers. The pro- 
posed bill would impose severe restric- 
tions on appeals by convicted drunk 
drivers; increase fines and other pun- 
ishments against repeat offenders; 
allow the refusal of an accused drunk 
driver to take a breathalyzer test to be 
used in court; and increase penalties 
for those who drive with a suspended 
or revoked license and against people 
under 21 who transport or possess al- 
cohol in a motor vehicle. 
Model Recycling Communities Chosen 
Five designated “Clean Michigan 
Communities” will develop model re- 


cyéling projects with funds provided 


through the Quality of Life Bond Pro- 
posal approved by voters last Novem- 
ber. The communities will share up to 
$10 million to promote recycling, com- 
posting, and other environmentally safe 
waste management alternatives. In 
addition, 75 other communities will 
divide more than $12 million to operate 
programs for waste recycling, com- 
posting, hazardous waste collection, 
landfill closure, waste reduction, and 
the development of markets for re- 
cycled products. 
House Votes for Extended Grand Juries 

The House has approved a bill to 
provide for multi-county grand juries. 
Under the bill, the State Attorney Gen- 
eral or two or more county prosecutors 
could ask the Michigan Supreme Court 
to convene a citizen’s grand jury to in- 
vestigate suspected criminal activity 
in several different jurisdictions. 
Great Lakes Fund Authorized 

New laws authorize Michigan’s par- 
ticipation in a permanent multi-state 
$100 million Great Lakes Protection 
Fund. If the fund is approved by the 
seven other Great Lakes states, Mich- 
igan will contribute $25 million to help 
pay for clean-up plans and demonstra- 
tion projects, as well as applied re- 
search and monitoring of the health of 
the Lakes and their wildlife. The State’s 
contribution to the fund will be gener- 
ated by the Quality of Life bonds ap- 
proved by voters last year. 
House Bill Would Protect Handicapped 
Workers 

A recently introduced House bill 
would clarify State laws that prohibit 


employment discrimination against a 
worker whose physical or mental handi- 
cap is not related to his ability todoa 
particular job. The legislation would 
specify that an employer has a respon- 
sibility to make reasonable accommo- 
dations that would enable a qualified 
handicapped worker to meet the job 
requirements. 
Vehicle History Would Be Required in 
Car Sales 

A new House bill would require the 
written sales agreement between a car 
buyer and seller to include a descrip- 
tion of the vehicle’s past use. The his- 
tory would have to specify whether the 
car was new or used, and disclose any 
use as a demonstrator, taxi, or police 
vehicle, or as an “executive” or ‘‘manu- 
facturer’s” vehicle. The statement also 
could say that the seller had no knowl- 
edge of, and made no claims about, the 
vehicle’s history. 
Bill Calls for Plain Language Contracts 

A bill now before a House commit- 
tee would require consumer contracts 
in Michigan to be written in clear and 
coherent language, using words and 
phrases that have everyday. meanings. 


The legislation, which would coversales 


contracts, leases, and service agree- 
ments for personal or household pur- 
poses, specifies that presentation of 
a contract that did not meet plain lan- 
guage standards would be an unfair 
business practice. 
Bill Would Direct Seized Drug Assets 
to Substance Abuse Programs 

Under a pending House bill, excess 
funds seized from drug criminals by 
special Treasury Drug Asset Recovery 
Teams (DART) would be directed to the 
State’s Office of Substance Abuse Ser- 
vices for drug treatment and prevention 
programs. DART officials join police 
raids on suspected drug criminals, in- 
stantly auditing the assets seized. Cur- 
rently, funds resulting from the sale of 
the seized assets are used to pay the 
criminal’s State tax liability, with any 
money above that amount going into 
the State’s general fund. 
“Trip-Scrip” Program Goes into Effect 

Beginning in August, licensed med- 
ical practitioners and pharmacists will 
be required to use State-supplied tripli- 
cate prescription forms for medications 
with the highest potential for abuse and 
dependency, such as codeine, mor- 
phine, barbiturates, and amphetamines. 
The Legislature created the “Trip-Scrip” 
program last year to help eliminate the 
illegal diversion of these drugs from 
legitimate medical uses to sale on the 
Streets. 
Bill Would Require Nursing Homes to 
Accept Medicaid Patients 

Pending House legislation, intend- 
ed to end discrimination against Medi- 
caid recipients, would require nursing 
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homes to admit all applicants on a first- 
come, first-served basis. Under the pro- 
posed bill, nursing homes would be pro- 
hibited from rejecting patients based 
on their payment source. The legisla- 
tion would require nursing homes to 
have one waiting list for all applicants 
and would prohibit them from requir- 
ing an applicant to have a large ‘“‘on- 
hand” cash reserve. 
House Bill Would Allow Fees to be 
Paid by Credit Card 

House lawmakers have approved 
a bill that would allow credit-card 
holders to charge certain Secretary of 
State transactions. Under the proposed 
measure, certain major credit cards 
could be used for vehicle fees and 
taxes, for boat registration fees, and 
for items purchased in the Michigan 
Historical Center. The bill also would 
cover subscriptions to some State 
publications, snowmobile and off-road 
vehicle registrations, and other license 
fees. 
Bills to Protect Michigan Waterways 
Sent to Governor 

Legislation designed to protect 
Michigan’s groundwater supplies and 
the Great Lakes has been sent to the 
Governor for his approval. The bills 
create a new fund to provide continued 
long-term clean-up and monitoring of 
environmentally contaminated sites 
around the State, and authorize fund- 
ing for grant programs aimed at pro- 
tecting the Great Lakes. 
State to Address Boating Fatalities 

As part of the State’s continuing 
effort to reduce boating accidents and 
fatalities, law enforcement officials and 
the Department of Natural Resources 
will be patrolling various lakes and rivers 
around the State. Special emphasis will 
be placed on waterways that have heavy 
boating use and where numerous acci- 
dents and fatalities have occurred. 
Emphasis also will be placed on enforc- 
ing Michigan’s marine safety regula- 
tions. A similar effort conducted last 
year helped reduce accidents and fatal- 
ities by more than 40%. 
Toll-free “U-Pick” Information Available 

A new 24-hour toll-free State infor- 
mation service has been created for 
residents and visitors looking for fresh 
Michigan fruits and vegetables. Persons 
calling 1-800-877-PICK will receive di- 
rections to Michigan farm markets and 
“U-Pick” operations throughout the 
State. The information is available seven 
days a week. 
Underground Storage Tank Bill Passed 

Legislation has been sent to the 
Governor that would provide permanent 
funding to replace faulty underground 
petroleum storage tank systems. Under 
the legislatively approved measure, 
owners and operators could receive fi- 
nancial assistance from the State to 
correct or upgrade leaking tanks, which 
threaten water and soil resources. 
Forestry Bill Passed by House 

House lawmakers have approved 
a bill that would create a new Forest 
Finance Authority to help ensure growth 
and development of the State’s forest 
resources. The bill would provide fund- 
ing to better manage timber on State- 
owned land. It also would allow the 
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authority to issue contracts for the 
cutting and sale of timber and other 
forest management operations. 

Bill Would Protect Co-signers 

A House committee has reported 
a bill that would require creditors to 
notify a loan co-signer before report- 
ing any adverse credit information to 
a consumer reporting agency. Under 
the bill, creditors could not take action 
against a co-signer until the co-signer 
had been notified in writing of their 
financial responsibilities for the delin- 
quent account and given a chance to 
make arrangements to pay off the debt. 
The bill would establish penalties for 
creditors who fail to properly notify 
co-signers before reporting adverse 
credit information.

It’s the 
Law! 


by Murray A. Duncan, Jr., Attorney 

A iandlord must give a tenant 30 
days notice to vacate if there is no lease. 
The notice to vacate is a demand for 
possession. The demand for posses- 
sion must: 1) be in writing; 2) be ad- 
dressed to the person in possession; 
3) list the premises address; 4) state the 
reason for the demand; 5) state the time 
that the tenant must vacate; 6) state the 
amount of rent due, if any; 7) be dated; 
and, 8) be signed by the person entitled 
to possession.
